| The discovery of placer gold in the 
closing years of the last century, on 
, the Klondyke River, a tributary of the 
mighty Yukon, was Carfada’s greatest 
| natfonal romance, 

| The credit for the Yukon’s discov- 
,ery is now generally given to Robert 
; Henderson, an old pioneering miner, 
jalthough Cormack. who was luckier 
than Henderson insomuch as he mado 
a fortune, whereas Ilenderson did not, 
is sometimes mistakenly mentioned 
as the discoverer. 

The news of the discovery of June 
1896, filtered out to the world, and in 
1897 the rush started, Some tried to 
reach the new camp overland from 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, and, deci 
mated in numbers and shattered in 
health, reached the northland after i 
year of hardships. Others proceeded 
from Seattle and Vancouver fifteen 
j hundred miles up the Pacific to Dyea 
and Skagway, crossed the Chilcott 
Ranges on foot and floated five bun 
dred miles down the Yukon on impro- 
vised boats and rafts.
